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Grain  prices  advanced  moderately  during  the  October- January  period  reflecting 
in  part  the  good  export  demand  and  generally  favorable  feeding  ratios  for  feed 
grains.   Grain  prices  in  January  -were  mostly  above  a  year  ago  with  the  exception 
of  grain  sorghum,  soybeans  and  flaxseed.  Stoclcs  of  feed  grains  on  January  1  were 
4  percent  above  a  year  ago  but  less  than  the  5-year  average.  Wheat  stocks  were 
the  smallest  in  12  years  while  soybean  stocks  were  18  percent  above  the  previous 
record  two  years  earlier. 

1HEA.T  . . .  prices  generally  advanced  in  the  October- Januaiy  period  with  the 
greatest  increase  for  soft  red  winter.   Prices  of  this  class  went  up  12-15^  per 
bushel  due  in  part  to  the  good  export  demand  and  relatively  short  supplies. 
Hard  winter  in  the  Midwest,  and  white  wheat  in  the  Pacific  Northwest  gained  4--5i^ 
per  bushel.  Spring  wheat  advanced  only  1(2^  for  ordinary  protein  and  3-1,^   for  the 
higher  protein  grades.  Stocks  of  wheat  in  all  positions,  Januaiy  1,  totaled 
1,339  million  bushels,  110  million  less  than  a  year  earlier  and  the  smallest  since 
1954.  Of  the  total  stocks  753  million  were  either  owned  by  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation  or  under  loan.  Fanners  put  150  million  bushels  of  1965-crop  wheat 
under  price  support  through  December  31  --  14  million  less  than  a  year  earlier. 
Exports  of  wheat  and  flour,  July  through  December,  totaled  393  million  bushels, 
slightly  above  last  year's  record.  Milling  of  wheat  for  flour  at  about  300 
million  bushels  was  a  little  more  than  a  year  earlier  but  below  average.  Wheat 
supplies  in  Canada  for  1965-66  total  1,193  million  bushels  --  133  million  more 
than  for  1964-65.  Canadian  exports  of  wheat  and  flour  totaled  a  record  280 
million  bushels  August  through  December  this  season  as  against  197  million  the 
same  months  of  1964. 

EYE  . , .  prices  thus  far  this  season  averaged  9(^  per  bushel  below  the  same 
months  a  year  earlier  due  in  part  to  the  larger  supplies  and  only  moderate  exports. 
However,  prices  in  January  at  Minneapolis  were  6^  per  bushel  above  a  year  ago. 
Eye  stocks  of  28.5  million  bushels  were  34  percent  above  last  year.  Exports  of 
1.5  million  bushels  were  somewhat  more  than  the  previous  year  but  sharply  below 
the  5-year  average.  Consumption  of  rye  for  alcohol  and  for  milling  the  first 
half  of  the  season  was  about  the  same  as  last  year  and  the  average.  CCC  owned 
stocks  of  5.7  million  bushels  were  sharply  above  recent  years. 

CORN  . . .  prices  generally  advanced  during  the  October- Januaiy  period  despite 
the  record  crop.  Record  exports  and  favorable  feeding  ratios  provided  strength 
to  the  market.  Prices  at  principal  terminals  the  first  three  weeks  of  January 
averaged  12^  per  bushel  above  October  and  3^   above  Januaiy  1965.  Farm  prices, 
October-December  this  season  were  5jzf  below  the  same  months  last  season.  Stocks 
of  com  in  all  positions  on  January  1  totaled  4.I  billion  bushels.  This  is  I43 
million  more  than  last  year  but  326  million  less  than  the  5-year  Januaiy  1 
average.  Of  the  total  stocks,  CCC  owned  530  million  with  an  additional  458 


million  under  loan  or  reseal.  Experts  of  188  million  bushels  of  com  the  first 
quarter  v/ere  the  largest  of  record.  The  v/et  milling  industry  also  used  a  record  51 
million  bushels  of  corn.  Around  995  million  bushels  of  corn  v;ere  fed  the  first     i 
quarter  --  40  million  above  last  year  and  85  million  above  average.  The  number  of 
grain  consuming  animal  units  fed  in  1965-66  is  currently  estimated  at  168  million 
compared  with  167.3  million  in  196^-65  and  169.5  the  5-year  average.  On  this  basis 
5.9  bushels  of  com  were  fed  per  animal  unit  the  first  quarter  this  season  as 
against  5.7  last  season  and  5.4  bushels  the  average. 

OATS  ...  prices  advanced  during  the  October- January  period  reflecting  in  part 
the  large  exports.  Market  prices  in  January  were  around  a  penny  below  a  year  ago. 
Stocks  of  oats  on  January  1  totaled  783  million  as  against  710  million  on  January  1, 
1965.  Disappearance  the  first  half  of  the  season,  mainly  for  feed  totaled  460 
million  --  the  smallest  in  recent  years.  Experts  of  nearly  22  million  v/ere  the 
second  largest  in  25  years  of  record  and  compare  v/ith  less  than  3  million  last  year. 

BARLEY....  prices  at  the  farm,  October-December,  averaged  nearly  6^  per  bushel 
above  the  same  months  in  1964.  Market  prices  for  choice  malting  barley  at 
Minneapolis  in  January  vrere  8^  above  a  year  ago  while  feed  barley  was  16^  Mgher  at 
Portland  but  only  2^  higher  at  Los  Angeles,  Stocks  in  all  positions  on  January  1  at 
313  million  were  the  second  smallest  since  1957  —  2  million  more  than  a  year  ago. 
Disappearance  of  204  million  the  first  half  of  the  season  v/as  the  smallest  since 
1954.  Exports  of  36  million  v/ere  4  million  above  last  year  but  4  million  below 
average.  V/hile  industrial  usage,  mainly  for  beer  v/as  at  last  year's  high  level, 
consumption  for  feed  totaled  only  115  million  as  against  150  million  the  year  before, 

GRAIN  SORGHUM  . . .  prices  at  the  farm  for  October-December  averaged  13(2^  per  cv/t, 
belov/  a  year  earlier  reflecting  the  record  production  and  continued  large  stocks. 
Jilarket  prices  in  January  v/ere  17-18^  per  cv/t.  belov/  a  year  earlier.  Stocks  of  554 
million  cv/t.  on  January  1  v/ere  20  million  above  last  year  but  slightly  belov/  average. 
Of  the  total  stocks,  CCG  ov/ned  276  million  v/ith  an  additional  61  million  cv/t.  under 
loan  or  reseal.  Exports  of  27  million  cv/t.  the  first  quarter  v/as  the  largest  of 
record,  nearly  double  last  year  or  the  average.  The  quantity  remaining  for  feed  at 
107  million  cv/t.  was  18  million  above  a  year  earlier. 

SOYBEAN  . . .  prices  at  Illinois  points  for  October  through  January  averaged  17^ 
per  bushel  belov/  a  year  earlier  reflecting  the  largest  crop  of  record.  Prices  at 
these  points  in  January  v/ere  11^  below  January  1965.  Stocks  of  619  million  bushels 
on  January  1  v/ere  92  million  more  than  a  year  ago.  Crushings  of  172  million, 
September  through  December,  and  exports  of  IO4  million  v/ere  both  v/ell  above  the 
record  of  a  year  ago.  Through  December  31  farmers  had  put  67  million  bushels  of 
1965-crop  soybeans  under  price  support  as  against  only  18  million  a  year  earlier. 

FLAXSEED  .,.  averaged  $3.01  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis  the  first  part  of  January 
compared  v/ith  $3.11  in  July  and  $3.18  a  year  ago.  Flaxseed  stocks  of  32  million  are 
9  million  more  than  a  year  earlier.  Exports  of  flaxseed,  July-December,  of  3.2 
million  v/ere  only  half  those  of  last  season.  Crushings  of  about  11  million  v/ere 
slightly  below  the  same  months  of  1964.  Farmers  put  8.5  million  bushels  of  flaxseed 
under  price  support  by  the  end  of  December  as  against  6  million  a  year  earlier.    -
